And then about the time of the first 
day of summer, at the most beautiful time of the year in fact, the poor victims file into the examination 
room while in Toronto the educational heads smack their lips, rub their hands together in childish glee 
and hold a gallup pole on the number of failures per mitted this year. 


It is not time to take a more comprehensive view of this rigorous last year of high school? Is it 
not time we realized what the strain of these ten tense months is doing to the more sensitive, less carefree 
students who are anxious to succeed. Granted, much research would have to be made before a solution 
could be reached. Perhaps it lies in the granting of separate honour diplomas in the fields of mathema- 
tics, sciences and languages, one for those who intend to go to university, the other for those who do not. 
But wherever the solution lies, I hope, for the sake of thousands of promising young Canadians, it is 
found soon and our latest provincial sport is abolish ed.
